What is it like to be faced 
with the possible loss of your 
home and cherished posses¬ 
sions and to be forced to await 
a whim of nature. 

Hundreds of canyon residents 
of Sierra Madre have lived in 
this agony since early Monday 
morning wjien they were 
warned that the turn of the 
wind might bring complete 
ruin to them. 

And such is the experience 
of Mr. and Mrs Harold Debus, 
731 Brookside Lane, whose at¬ 
tractive home filled with an¬ 
tiques gathered over a period 
of many years, would have 
been in the path of the fire 
within a few minutes after a 
wind change 

When we visited the Debus 
house on Monday Mrs. Debus 
with her son-in-law, Paul San- 
dys, were packing their collec¬ 
tion of books, pewter and other 
art objects which could be 
taken down by car. They wan¬ 
dered about like figures in a 
bad dream as they glanced at 
their prized authentic rose¬ 
wood, pine and maple pieces 
which they had refinished 
themselves and which must be 
left to the mercy of nature if 
the fire should roar down the 
canyon. 

On the brighter side, of 
course, is the wonderful view 
of human nature we are privi¬ 
leged to see in times of strain 
and stress. It is during hours 
such as we have experienced 
this weekend that we are able 
to see man’s kindness to man 
. . . the valor of the fire fight¬ 
ers . the willingness to share 
. . . the quiet courage of those 
faced with economic ruin, and 
we renew our faith in the basic 
goodness of humanity.

Heart Attack 
Fatal to 
Nathan Tarr 


Nathan Winship Tarr, one of 
Sierra Madre’s old and valued 
citizens, died Tuesday noon, 
Dec. 29, in Sierra Madre hos¬ 
pital where he had been a pa¬ 
tient since suffering a heart 
attack on Christmas Day. He 
was 81 years of age and had 
been a resident here since 1906. 

Funeral services will be con¬ 
ducted by the Rev. Carl Smith 
at 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon 
in First Congregational church 
where Mr. Tarr had long been 
a member. Masonic rites will 
be conducted at Pasadena Mau¬ 
soleum prior to entombment 
there. Ripple Mortuary com¬ 
pleted the funeral arrange¬ 
ments. 

Mayor Pays Tribute 

In tribute to Mr. Tarr, Sierra 
Madre’s first mayor, C. W. 
Jones, who served from 1907 to 
1915, said this week, “Nathan 
Tarr was one of the most 
prominent, charitable, accom¬ 
modating and wdiole-hearted 
men I have known and as a 
citizen he was of inestimable 
value.” 

Mr. Tarr was public spirited. 
It was he who bought and held 
for the Congregational church 
the property where it is now 
located and he served on the 
board of trustees and building 
committee. He presented out¬ 
right to the Sierra Madre Li¬ 
brary a piece of property lo¬ 
cated at the northwest corner

Tourist Spending in 
Southern California 
Down in November 

Tourists spent over $40,000,- 
000 in Southern California dur¬ 
ing November, Edward W. Car¬ 
ter, president of the All-Year 
Club, reported today. 

This was a 5.6 per cent drop 
in spendings compared to last 
year, according to Carter, and 
was in line with an All-Year 
Club analysis that a “buyers’ 
market” is arriving in the 
pleasure travel business. 

“This means that we will 
have to increase our advertis¬ 
ing and sales effort in the pe¬ 
riod ahead in order to main¬ 
tain this flow of out-of-state 
tourist dollars which is so valu¬ 
able as a stimulant to local 
business and employment,” 
Carter said.

Diet, Rest Important 

Once established there is no 
quick, easy road to recovery. 

Many drugs, and more recently 
hormones, have been tried with 
varying degrees of success. No 
drugs should ever be taken for 
this disease unless prescribed 
by the family physician. A 
properly balanced diet and ade¬ 
quate rest are needed by all 
persons who suffer from any 
form of arthritis and, in some 
instances, a mild, dry climate 
seems to be helpful. 

Arthritis is rarely fatal but 
sometimes this fact is consid¬ 
ered a doubtful blessing so 
great is the pain and mental 
depression that must be borne. 

Many times, how'ever, it can be 
cured or arrested if prompt 
medical treatment is received. 

Quite definitely it is not a con¬ 
dition to neglect.

Tropical foliage plants enjoy 
living with people! 

Temperature wise, the range 
that proves comfortable for hu- 
mns also pleases these plants. 

Below 55° and above 90° they 
will suffer. And they should 
not be allowed to remain near 
open windows at night, during 
winter. 

These points, indicating trop¬ 
ical plants’ adaptability to the 
average household environ¬ 
ment, are brought out by the 
California Association of Nur¬ 
serymen, who add that any 
convenient, complete fertilizer 
—liquid or dry—may be used 
to feed them, if you remember 
that they lead a sedentary life 
and cut recommended quanti¬ 
ties in half. 

Permit Full Light 

These plants require varying 
degrees of light. The best rule 
is to permit them full light but 
not the direct rays of the sun. 

Consult your local nurseryman 
as to which plants will accept 
a dark corner and which will 
desire to be near a bright win¬ 
dow. 

Lack of humidity damages 
many indoor plants, especially 
in winter when artificial heat¬ 
ing reduces humidity within 
the house. Moist gravel or 
moss in saucers beneath the 
plant container will help to 
correct this. But a better way 
is to group plants in pots or

Arthritis is not just one dis¬ 
ease. The term is applied to a 
large group of rheumatic con¬ 
ditions affecting the various 
joints of the body and more 
than 70 per cent of all cases 
fall into two main groups: 
rheumatoid arthritis, a disease 
which affects the entire body 
producing inflammation of the 
joints, and osteoarthritis, a dis¬ 
ease of the joints found chiefly 
in older people. 

This crippling disease is one 
of the oldest diseases known to 
mankind. Skeletons of prehis¬ 
toric man, as far back as can 
be traced, show evidence of 
rheumatism similar to some of 
the types found in human 
joints today by means of the 
X-ray. In spite of its venerable 
age, comparatively little is 
known about this condition; in 
fact, it is one of the most neg¬ 
lected of all human afflictions. 

8,000,000 Victims 

Arthritic victims in the 
United States number approxi¬ 
mately 8,000,000 or one out of 
every 20 Americans. The mala¬ 
dy afflicts women more than 
men and attacks the poor more 
often than the rich. It is nei¬ 
ther a disease of age nor yet 
one of youth. Studies, made by 
the United States Public Health 
Service, show that about one- 
half of the cases occur among 
persons under 45 years of age, 
during the most productive pe¬ 
riod of life. Only 15 per cent 
of the cases were found in el¬ 
derly people. 

Owing to the disabling na¬ 
ture of rheumatoid arthritis the 
economic loss involved is tre¬ 
mendous, since more than 100,- 
000,000 work days are lost each 
year. Much of this suffering 
and loss could be avoided if

An education committee in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, has just com¬ 
pleted a study of 418 comic 
books.
